During  the  past  decade  significant  changes  have 
occurred  in  foreign  language  instruction.  Language 
teachers  began  to  realize  that  the  traditional  approach 
to  teaching  modern  foreign  languages  was  not  good 
enough  because  students  were  not  developing  the  four 
basic  language  skills  well  enough,  nor  in  the  logical 
sequence. 

The  new  approach  aims,  immediately  and  through- 
out, at  communication.  The  kind  that  takes  place  when 
one  speaker  faces  another  and  when  a  writer  addresses 
a  reader.  Thus  the  four  skills  of  listening,  speaking, 
reading,  and  writing  in  that  order — became  the  four 
basic  objectives  of  foreign  language  teaching. 

In  Randolph  and  in  many  school  systems  the  ideal  is 
to  develop  the  skills  of  listening  and  speaking  during  the 
beginning  years  of  language  study  and  the  skills  of 
reading  and  writing  during  the  latter  years  with  a  six- 
year  sequence  providing  the  optimum  language-learning 
sequence.
